As there is polbing id the world so cor- 
xnptiqjE^^s gold, there is nothing that men 
more williogly worship. It ia true, (bat, like 
other idols/ it can neither hear, r«ol, move, 
see nor understand ; but it can boast of two 
peculiarilicH : it ia worsbipped iu all climatuH 
without a singlo loraplo, and by all classes 
wilbout a BiDglo hypocrite. It wouki bo 
ueeletis to adviso our reuuera, when they read 
thejtolegraphioj report which wo lay before 
them toiday, hot • (o beoome- excited. The 
return of the Aurora and Davia oloims is 
something wonderful. A yield of one 
thousand and eighiy-fivQ ouncoe — or $20,000 
— in the short epaca of two days, rivals in 
wealth the wonders of Aladdin's Cave, and 
eolipaes the proiluct of any two claims pru- 
vioasly opened iu Cariboo. The reports 
from^tjier olaims on Williams CraeU are 
alao^mp^t^cacqaragiug, and the prospects of 
a large yie^^ of pre&ions metal aed a speedy 
reaction . in baslness, are very bright. On 
Grouse Greek, a stream distant four miles 
trom Williaras Creok and beading in the 
same mountain, tunnel cauipanieg have dis- 
oovercd in Iho hills a load ol vasi extent and 
great richness; the population is steadily 
inoroaaing, and the Cariboo Sentinel alhules 
glowiugly to the change for tba bettor that 
has come over that part of the diggings. 
The newly disoovered diggings on Canon 
Greek continue to ottraot attention, and 
crowds of miners are on their way thither- 
ward. From 15ig Bond the news ia not 
encouraging; hut sufficient is known to 
justify the etatenient that golJ exists there 
in payable quuntilics, and tliat claims re(|uiro 
bat to be opened to iuauro at least a modetoto 
return for the capital and labor invested. 
Taken all ip'all, we do not remember a sea" • 
son when the prospects have beeo so ehaer- 
ing — when mioerB were so conGdeot and 
QDanimous' as to the result of the season's 
work — when there was manifested leas fitful 
eagerness to acquire wealth in the country 
and hurry awoy with it to another land to 
spend it. Pew men who enter a new coun- 
try with the full expectation that in a few 
months, O! years at most, they will have 
aoqaired-fortones, ever realize tbeir dream. 
As a general rule, it ia the plodding man 
who Bucceads in gold conotriefl as well as 
elsewhere. A man should divest his mind 
of all idea of becoming suddsnly rich ; he 
should mako every preparation for a length- 
•ned reeidence'in the country ; ho gliould act 
as though be intended to reraiin hero for 
the remainder of bis days, and hs must settle 
in bis minil.as.well. as io his boitjk . These 
are t^ti^kiPd' 6i men who are desirable citii 
zens, ao^^ whose presence here should be 
encouraged. It is gratifying to know that 
the cbaraoter of our miners is loss migratory 
than before. Experience has taught ilicm 
that to be auoceasful in gold mining thay 
must do Bomething more thau scratch along 
the surface or rely entirely upon a lucky 
"find" to bring them riches ; that they must 
dig and delve and make a business of the 
oeoupattgldjto ensore them prosperity. Fully 
impreeaed with these thcnghls the miners 
have gone to work this spring and are 
slowly but surely opening up the rich mines 
of wealth that abound in the Cariboo coun- 
try. The number of diggfrs, though small, 
torma the nucleus for a large and permanent 
population which will be atiraoted to our 
shores whan the result of this year's mining 
ball liav» been sent abroad.

' Since our last visit to Grouso creok, 
tho popalatioQ has inoroased from 100 
to SdO, and claims that woro thou 
Only being prospootod are now yioldx 
ing largo returns. A!ll this has 
happened within n month. Within 
tlio hist eight days the oxoLtotnont 
has increased in oonscqtience of eomo 
now devoiopmoiits, and the crook has 
boon staked oil' for two or three milos. 

It is tho opinion of minors well 
acquainted with tho country, that tlio 
load will continue straight into Aiulor 
creok. This crook supiilics a doyidcr- 
atum which has long been waiUing in 
tbo country, namely; — Tho mines aro 
easy of access to those of limited 
means. Tho Discovery Co., are tu>- 
king out thoir usual pay, throe or four 
ounces a day to tho hand. 

Tlioro aro 11 or 12 couipanios at 
work on this crock — sonio taking out 
good pay.

The run to 
San Juan was made in 2)^ hour.s, tho coin- 
pap7, Illeauv^'liile, engaging in ciunco and 
aobg to'the mtlstQ of a cotillion band. On 
arrlTing ot the island, a largo proporiion of 
the passenger.s was landL-d in Ijnuii! and ca- 
noes. A report liavinR been brouglu to tlie 
Bteamer Ibal Uuptoiu Uray, ol ilio American 
garrisou, did not wi^h llia parly to land 
there, Messrs. Trounco and Fell, of the com- 
initlee, laoUed and ascertained that the 
selllers bad subsoribod a purse of S180 thr;

— The nalional salute fired 
by tho American residents (rom a scow anv 
chorod off Lang's ship yard, awoke the echoes 
and tho slumbering people at sunrise yesterday 
morning, Thoao who had forcoUcn that the 
Fourth of July was at hand, hurried on their 
clotboj, under the impression that tbe Fenians 
were bombarding tho town ; but tlie peaceful 
nature of tbe firing was soon ascertaiuod.
